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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS, 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Autralia for October, November, December, and 
the year 1922, 


October—Except in the Kimberley and the extreme South-West, the month of October was 
extremely dry throughout the State. Depressions frequently slipped past the South-West coast, 
with the result that some twelve to twenty wet days were noted over the districts Southward from 
Perth, but except on the coastal fringe the falls were all of a light character, and in practically 
every case below the average for the month. In the agricultural districts the deficiencies, generally 
speaking, were between # of an inch and one inch, and the month was in fact one of the driest 
Octobers ever experienced through the Wheat Belt. 


Throughout the North-West, Gascoyne, and Goldfields the month was to all intents rainless. 
Over the greater part of the Kimberley, however, it appeared that the summer rains had set in 
early, and from Derby Eastward excesses ranged from half an inch at Wyndham to 1-41 inches 
at Turkey Creek. The area effected by these rains apparently extended some distance to the South- 
ward, but for the most part far to the East of settled districts. Mundiw indi, however (between 
Peak Hill and Nullagine) was included, and showed an excess of 24 points over the October average. 


November. 


The rainfall for November was light throughout the State, although along the — 


South-West coast and over the lower Great Southern districts the average was somewhat exceeded. — 
These excesses were due to the frequency of passing Southern depressions, v hich, however, were | 
not sufficiently active to affect the more Northerly and inland portions of the Wheat Belt., where — 
the month was practically rainless. The same remark applies to the Gascoyne and Murchison, and 


to the North-West coast ; but the inland regions of the North-West were visited by moderately 
heavy thunderstorms on the 25th, which accounted for small excesses. In the Kimberley the or- 
dinary summer thunderstorms were almost completely lacking until the 20th, and for the remainder 
of the month the falls, except in isolated instances, were lighter than usual. Scattered thunder- 
storms affected the Coolgardie Goldfields and Trans-Australian country on the 16th and 28th, but 
the gaugings were mostly of a light character. 


December.—The main features of the December rainfall were the persistence of Southern depressions 
bringing showers to the South-West coast, and, to a lesser extent, to the Southern agricultural 
districts, the occurrence of heavy local thunderstorms in the Kimberley districts, and the develop- 
ment of an inland disturbance about the middle of the month, which brought thundery rains to 
a considerable area of the agricultural country and Goldfields. Districts in which very little rain 
was recorded included the coast line from Port Hedland to Geraldton, the Gascoyne and Murchison 
country, and the Midland and far North-Eastern agricultural districts. Throughout these areas 
rain would have been welcomed, on account of the shortage. both of pasturage and of water supplies. 
Taking the month as a whole, the average was exceeded at most of the Kimberley and a few inland 
North-West stations, along the South-West coast, at the majority of the Eastern and Southern 


agricultural localities, and at a number of Coolgardie Goldfield centres. Elsewhere deficiencies were — 


the rule. 


Notable individual falls were 4-18 inches at Turkey Creek on the 13th, 5-12 inches at Wynd- 
ham for the 48 hours ended 8 a.m. on the 29th, and, in Southern latitudes, 1-80 inches at Tammin 
for the 48 hours ended 8 a.m. on the 16th.

Year 1922.—A glance at the rainfall map for the year 1922 shows that the greater part of 


the State experienced a pronounced shortage. The most important exception was the East Kim- 


| 


berley division, where the averages were exceeded by amounts varying from a few points to 12-80. 


inches. Excesses, for the most part small, were also indicated along the Southern coast line, at 
a few Stations in the Central and Southern portions of the wheat-belt, at some of the far inland local- 
ities of the North-West, and over an irregularly shaped tract of the Eastern Goldfields. 


The extreme registrations at telegraphic reporting stations were effected at Denmark, in the 
far South, where 52-06 inches fell, and at Fortescue on the North-West coast, where the fall for 
the year was only 1-77 inches. 

The deficiency in rainfall was most seriously felt in the North-West, through the Gascoyne 
and Murchison, and the Northern half of the agricultural country. The defects were greatest in 
the first and last mentioned districts, reaching 13 inches at Whim Creek and 11-62 inches at Koola- 
nooka, but the shortage in the Murchison country, although much smaller, was more acute on account 
of its following upon a series of bad seasons. 

The year opened inauspiciously in the North. In West Kimberley few instances are on record 
of a drier January. East Kimberley fared better, and rain also fell in the inland North-West, 
but Turkey Creek was the only station to record an excess. Similar conditions prevailed until 
the middle of February, when an improvement began, which culminated on the 24th in falls of 
over 5 inches at Broome and La Grange. Rain subsequently extended to the inland North-West, 
but, apart from light showers, Port Hedland was the only coastal locality affected. 
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No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for October, November, December, and 
the Year 1922.—continued. 


Unsettled weather, with rather patchy thunderstorms, affected many Southein areas towards 
the close of February, while the opening days of March saw a general sub-tropical rainfall. Another 
period of wet weather set in over Kimberley in the second week, and slowly extended to the 
North-West and later through the Murchison and Coolgardie Goldfields. The North-West coast 
and the Murchison country experienced a partial relief from the prolonged drought in this month, 
although in the great majority of cases the total registrations were below the average. 


Early April was dry throughout, and the whole month very weak in.the tropics. The latter 
half, however, was marked by frequent rains in sub-tropical areas, leading to excesses over the 
Gascoyne and Goldiields and large portions of the South-West quarter. Rain again visited the 
South-West at the middle and end of May, while South of the Tropic well distributed falls continued, 
especially after the 13th. The closing days saw a general rainfall from Broome Southward, which 
was particularly beneficial in the North-West and the Northern portions of the Gascoyne and Mur- 
chison, where the monthly averages were exceeded. Some very heavy 24-hour falls, ranging up 
to nearly 5 inches, were registered on the South-West coast. 

The Winter rains, which started well in May, received a severe check in June, when only 
one general fall occurred. As a result the agricultural country experienced a serious shortage, but 
portions of the Coolgardie Goldfields showed excesses. July was much better, the averages being 
exceeded throughout the wheat-belt ; but towards the end of the month the rain-bearing disturb- 
ances developed a tendency to expend the greater part of their force on the South-West coast. 
During the subsequent months this became much more pronounced, leading to a fairly general 
agricultural deficiency in August, and a serious shortage in September, especially over the Midland 
and North-Eastern portions. On the Coolgardie Goldfields these months (July-September) were 
marked by rather more frequent rainfalls than usual, but over the Murchison the only falls of im- 
portance occurred on the 25th August. 


October and November were very dry over all sub-tropical areas, and the continued absence 
of rain from the wheat belt considerably affected the harvest. In December rather patchy rains 
were fairly frequent over the South-West coastal districts, the Central and Southern agricultural 
districts and the Coolgardie Goldfields, but the Murchison and Midland districts experienced another 
dry month. : 


In East Kimberley rains re-commenced as early as the end of September, and recurred at in- 
tervals, gradually extending to West Kimberley and later to the inland North-West. On the North- 
West coast, however, the year closed, as it opened, with a deficient rainfall.
